Continuation of Box 3: 

The proposed amendments filed after final rejection will not be entered because 
the amendments raise new issues that would require further search and consideration. 
New claims 34 and 35 have been added which are directed to a method for predicting 
the transmission or development of familial dysautonomia (FD) in a human subject 
comprising determining whether a polymorphism selected from the group consisting of 
D9S59, D9S53, D9S58, D9S105, D9S309, D9S310, D9S172, D9S174 and D9S127 is 
present on chromosome 9 of said subject, wherein the presence of said polymorphism 
is predictive of the transmission or development of FD, and predicting for said subject 
the transmission or development of FD based on the presence or absence of said 
polymorphism. The claims were previously drawn to a method for detecting the 
presence of a polymorphism. The claims did not previously require predicting the 
transmission or development of FD by assaying for the specifically recited 
polymorphisms. Further, regarding claim 35, the claims did not previously require 
predicting the transmission or development of FD in a subject that is of Ashkenazi 
Jewish descent. Thereby, the amendment raises new issues under 35 USC 112 first 
paragraph and under 35 USC 102/103 that would require further search and 
consideration.

The request for reconsideration has been considered but does not place the 
application in condition for allowance in view of the non-entry of the after final 
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amendment of June 27, 2008. Applicants arguments are directed to the claims as 
amended in the reply of June 27, 2008. Since this amendment has not been entered, 
the arguments regarding the claims as amended are not persuasive.
